Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 12 and 51 - 57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record including newly submitted IDS, either alone or in 
combination, does not teach or fairly suggest the steps of initializing a container using 
configuration information, each sub-container having a biological specimen disposed 
within or on the sub-container; in each sub-container, collecting a plurality of image data 
from the sub-container biological specimen disposed within or on the sub-container, 
storing the plurality of image data in an image database, collecting a plurality of feature 
data from the image data, calculating a plurality of sub-container summary data using 
the plurality of image data and the plurality of feature data collected from the biological 
specimen disposed within or on the sub-container and storing the plurality of sub- 
container summary data in a sub-container database and calculating a plurality of 
container summary data using the plurality of sub-container summary data from the 
sub-container database. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
